DETAILED DESCRIPTION. 


Base plate. This furnace is constructed on an extra 
heavy base plate of solid cast iron, consisting of the ash pit 
bottom and outer ring connected with five extra heavy 
cast iron bars. 


The ash pit is extra heavy and unusually deep, allowing 
ample space beneath the grates to prevent them burning out.

The foundation must first be provided, and the character of this depends upon the nature of the cold air duct. See figures 9 and 
10, showing different systems of placing the cold air duct. If the duct is being built along the top of the cellar floor and connected to the 
furnace casing, the base plate can be placed flat upon the cellar floor, if it is level, and upon a heavy sheet of asbestos paper if the floor is 
of wood. When the duct is being placed under the floor, however, it is necessary to excavate a pit for the furnace deep enough to allow 
room for the entrance of the cold air duct, and wall up this furnace pit with a circular wall of brick, to serve as a foundation for the base 


plate. It is well to cement the bottom of the pit, if the cellar is at all wet. 


When mounting the furnace, remember that 
all cast parts are payne with cup joints, which 
should be carefully filled with the asbestos cement sent 
with the furnace, in order to prevent leakage of smoke 

_and gas. When the furnace is mounted as far as the 
second section of the fire pot, put on the first section 
of the casing and bolt the lower part of the cast front 
in place. After placing the dome and radiator, the 
balance of the casing and the main cast front, the feed 
door and frame can be bolted in position. Remember 
to cement the joint between the ash pit door and ash
